WASHISOTOH, D. G., February 1.—

They 
went to urge Indiana's claim for recog- 
nition, and I don't see how Garfield will 
ignore that claim. They were not in 
the interest* of any one man, in fact 
three or four of them are aspirants. 
Judge Gresham wants to be Secretary 
of Wsr, New wants to be Secretary o( 
the Treasury, Baker wants the portfolio 
of the Interior, Butler, McDonald's 
law partner, and one of the best law- 
yers in the State, wants to be Attorney 
General. 
There's Tyner, too ; but 


then Tyner will take anything, so what 
be wants is no great matter."

this remark the Indiana statesman re- 
turned to his legislative tnutton, which, 
at that hoar, was the District appropri- 
ation bill.
